EDITORIAL COMMENT 


In Honor of Hay 
Russian Disgrace 


T 


WO hundred and fifty years ago the Jewish 


people secured a foothold in this country. 


The anniversary is to' be celebrated by the peo- 
ple of that race on Thanksgiving day. There 
will be especially elaborate services in all syna- 
gogues. It is proposed further to seize upon this 
occasion to give expression to Jewish apprecia- 
tion of the late John Hay for what he did for 
their co-religionist in other lands. In Speaking of 
the program in one of liis letters. Wm. E. Curtis 
says: 


"It is proposed to celebrate the occasion and 


to express the gratitude of the Jewish race for 
the privileges and blessings they have enjoyed in 
America by erecting a memorial in honor of the 
late John Haj, who as secretan of state, did 
much toward the amelioration of the condition 
of their co-religionists in Russia, Poumania and 
other countries of Europe. Lest future genera- 
tions may forget, it is also proposed to place in 
every synagogue in the United States a perpetual 
reminder of Colonel Hay in the form of a stained 
glass window or a tablet of marble or bronze 
suitably inscribed. No similar tribute was ever 
paid to any human being—not even to a conquer- 
or or to a king. It has not yet been decided what 
form the national tribute shall take. A monu- 
ment, a column or a statue in Washington or 
New York has been suggested, but it is more 
probable that a school of political economy, inter- 
national law and diplomacy, will be founded un- 
der John Ha\ 's name in connection with one of 
the American universities." 


That will certainly be a magnificent tribute. 


Mr. Hay was tireless in his efforts to ameliorate 
the condition of the Jews in man) lands. It was 
a trying task, but he accomplished much, and 
that his efforts are appreciated is shown by the 
arrangement of this program by people of that 
race who-eirjoy the blessing of living;Ainder the 
flag of American freedom.

Mobs have invad- 
ed Jewish quarters, killed all whom they could 
find and loaded themselves with the belonging* 
of their victims. Men and women have been 
seen trudging through the streets straining under 
loads of goods carried off from the homes of peo- 
ple whom they had assisted in slaying.
